first Thanksgiving proclamation as president of the Fatted States, 
as follows: 
“ The season is at hand in which it has been our long respected 
custom as a people to tu rn in praise and thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for his manifold mercies and blessings to us as a nation. 
The 
year that has just passed has been marked in a peculiar degree by 
manifestations of His gracious and 
beneficient 
Providence. 
We 
have not only had peace throughout our own borders and with the 
nations of the world, but that peace has brightened by constantly 
multiplying evidence of genuine friendship of mutual sympathy and 
understanding, and of the happy operation of many elevating in­ 
fluences both of ideal and of practice. The nation has been no; only 
prosperous, but has proved its capacity to take calm counsel amid 
the rapid movement of affairs and deal with its own life in a spirit 
of candor, righteousness and comity. We have seen the practical 
completion of a great work at the isthmus of Panama, which not 
only exemplifies the nation’s abundant resources to accomplish what 
it will and the distinguished skill and capacity of its public ser­ 
vants, but also promises the beginning of a new age, of new con­ 
trasts, new neighborhoods, new sympathies, new 
bonds, and new 
achievements of co-operation and peace. 
“ ’Righteotieness exalteth the nation’ and

good will toward men’ furnish the only foundation upon which can 
be built the lasting achievements of the human spirit.
